AND POTATOES 


By instructions of the Hon. 
Minister of Agriculture a distri- 
bution will be made during the 
coming winter and spring of su- 
perior sorts of grain and potatoes 
to Canadian farmers. The sam- 
ples for general distribution wiil 
consist of spring wheat, 5 Ibs., 
white oats, 4 lbs., barley, 5 Ibs., 
and field peas, 3 lbs) These will 
be sent out from Ottawa. A dis- 

| tribution of potatoes in 3 lb. sam- 
' ples will be carried on from sev- 
eral of the experimental farms, 
the Centrai Farm at Ottawa sup- 
plying only the provinces of Ont. 
and Quebec. All samples will 
be sent free, by mail. 

Applicants should give parti- 
culars in regard to the soil on their 

(farms; and should also state what 
‘varieties they have already tested 
j and in what way these have been 
found unsatisfactory, so that a 
promising sort fortheir conditions 
| may be sent. 


Each application must be sep- 
arate and must be signed by the 
applicant. Only one sample can 
be sent to each farm. Applica- 
tions on any kind of printed or 
written form cannot be accepted. 
4 jAs the supply of seed is limited 
farmers are advised to apply early 
to avoid possible disappointment. 
No applications can be accepted 
after Feb, 15th. 

All applications for grain, and

At present 
the territory which the province ex- 
pects depends upon the R.N.W.M.P. 
for the preservation of law and order, 
out since Manitoba dispensed with the 
services of that foree several years 
ago, it is not intended that the new 
district will be long under its turis- 
diction, but that the provinee itself 
will take over the policing of its own 
territory clean through to the bay. The 
new scheme has in view, it Is stated, 
the appointment of a commissioner, 
who will in the added erpacity of pro- 
vincial coroner, have charge of in- 


vestigations connected with the com- | 


mital of more serious offences. such 
fis murder, etc. and the policing of 
the new territory. The name which 
bas been connected here with that 
post is thut of Coroner Inglis. The 
commissioner will have an assistant

MOUNTED POLICE REPORT 


| Although Population and Area Has In- 
creased Greatly Force Still 

Remains the Sarre 

Ottawa, Ont.—The annual report of 
the North West Mounted Police, for 
the year ending September 30, 1911, 
issued recent!>. indicates a slight de- 
crease of twenty-three men and 
twenty-one horses, in the make-up of 
| the force. 
On September 30th the strength of 


and 566 horses. 

The distribution of the force in the 
provinces and territories Is as follows: 
Alberta, 276 men, 257 
dogs: Saskatchewan, 282. men, 277 
horses and 4 dogs: North West Ter- 
‘ritories, 27 men, and 77 dogs; Yukon 
' Territories, 41 men, 30 horses, and 15 
| dogs. 
| The force is distrbuted as follows 
‘in the provinces and territories: Al- 
berta, five divisional posts, 73 detach- 
j ments: Saskatchewan, four divisional 
posts, and 83 detachments: North- 
west Territories, one divisional post 
and eight detachments. Total of 11 
divisional posts and 179 detachments. 
| It is noted that none of these divi- 
‘sional posts have a sufficient reserve 
/of strength to meet emergencies but 
only enough to carry on regular rou- 
| tine duties, while the large proportion 
of the detachments consist of a single 
constable. It is found impossible to 
‘fill the demand from these detach- 
ment posts for all parts of the pro- 
vinces. The population of the terri- 
tory covered has increased five times: 
the arta of settlement has extended 
tenfold, but the strength of the force 
stands the same. 

Through the importance of keeping 
in touch with the new settlers is em- 
phasized. still the multifarious dutics 
pressing upon the force prevents it 
from carrying on an effective patrol 
| system.

Agents fcr the Doukhobors are now 
in this state and their leading repre: | 
sentatives, under direction of Appoff, | 
will arrive in Los Angeles within the, 
next few days to perfect arrangements | 
for moving the colony to this country. 

A. P, Cherbak, who made a report 
of Doukhobors for Count Tolstoi, and 
who is now established in Los Angel- | 
es as editor of a Russian newspaper, | 
‘is the leading spirit, locally, of the 
movement to bring the Doukhobor 
colony to Southern California. 

“The colony,” said Cherbak, “is free 
of debt and its members, who are now 
making ready to quilt their homesteads 
in Canada, will p: , iase land out- 
right in Southern Caufornia and farm | 
as one great body.” | 

The move is one of the greatest im- 
migration undertakings the state has 
ever experienced, and may develop.

According to Evidence Brought Out 
By Trial in Chicago 

Chicago.—The methods employed 
by the packers, on trial before Un- 
ited States District Judge Carpenter | 
for criminal violation of the Sher 
man law, in computing the uniform 
test cost of slaughter animals, which 
the government contends was the 
basis used in fixing margin of profit, | 
(and selling cost of fresh meat, were 
revealed by Henry F. Moyer, an 4ec- 
countant in the employ of Armour & 
/Company. He declared that after the 
\injunction issued by Judge Grosscup 
}in 1802, the instructions given him by 
his superiors regarding the items used 
|in figuring the test cost, were com- 
municated to him verbally and that 
the sheets containing the data were 
always destroyed after six months | 

The cost of killing, he said, had in- 
creased from $1 a head*to $2.75 a head 
in 22 years. During the great rail- 
road strike in 1894 the killing cost, | 
he said. went to $2.80 a head. He 
said that two methods were used in 
| figuring the test cost of the animals. 
|One, he described as the “memoran- 
|}dum,” or “red” cost and the other as 
the “last” or “real” test cost.

Railways Doing All They Can to 
Break up the Car Blockade 
Ottawa, Ont.—Hon. Geo. E. Foster, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, and 
Hon. Robert Rogers, Minister of the 
Interior, recently discussed with a dep: 
utation of railway men the means to 
relieve the serious blockade which 
exists in the prairie provinces, owing 

to the shortage of cars. 

Complaints have been pouring fin on 
the Government since early in De- 
cember, and while representations 
have been made to the railways not 
much has been accomplished in the 
way of improving conditions. 

It is hoped that as a result of the 
conference a means may be devised 
of liiting the blockade. 

The railway men who saw the min- 
ister were Mr. G. J, Bury, geenral 
manager of western C, P. R. lines: 
George Shaw, of the Canadian Nor- 


thern, and C, J. Dalyrimple, of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 
The situation was thoroughly can- 


vassed by the ministers and railway 
men, with the result that it was prom- 
ised on behalf of the railways that 
every available car in the Fast would 
be sent west at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Railways attributed the blockade 
partly to the fact that the movement 
of grain commenced late and also to 
the circumstances that they were en- 
gaged in an effort to make ready for 
the threatened coal shortage 
to the strike in the western lines.

DOMINION PLANS TO EXTEND ZOO 


Preparation of Jasper Park For Game 
To be Taken up in Spring 

Edmonton, Alta.—One of the first 
‘things which will be taken up in the 
‘spring by the Dominion relative to 
the government parks In Alberta will 
| be the fencing and improving general- 
‘ly of the property known as Jasper 
Park, where another buffalo herd is 
to be developed, and other animals 
native to this part of Canada are to 
be kept. 

There are now at Banff a dozen 
each of elk and moose, which are to 
be transferred to other parts, prob- 
ably within a week or two. This has 
been made necessary by the rapid in- 
crease of these animals. From this 
the government is taking hope that 
it will be able to stock its own parks 
hereafter without going to any further 
expense in buying big game. The 
death rate was so low last year, and 
the rate of increase so encouraging, 
; that it is hoped the buffalo herd will 
Soon have reached a size that may 
make the Canadian Government able 
|t» sell to other parks. and finally get 
back the original investment. 

At present there are a few more 
buffalo across the line which may be 
brow over to Canada, as the round. 
up is still going on. Latest reports, 


however, state that black leg is af- 
flicting the buffalo in Montana ser- 
fousiy. and no more wil be allowed 


to come into Canada until it ig thor 
oughly determined whether or not 
this report is true, and until the pro 
posed importstions are thoroughly ex. 
amined, to prevent the spread of that 
i disease in the Canadian berds,
